THE OAKLAND CHARTER. 
The special order of the dav, the resolution 
approving the new ch arter of the city of Oak­ 
land, was taken up. 
Mr. Yell m oved th at the m atter be referred to 
the Committee on Judiciary, for the purpose of 
determ ining the questions em braced iu the ob­ 
jections subm itted by citizens of O aklaud. 
He 
h ad not had an opportunity of exam ining the 
ch arter and desired tim e to do so. 
Mr. Wilson opposed the m otion, and hoped 
th a t the charter would be disposed of at once. 
It was a long docum ent, and its reading would 
consum e considerable tim e. 
Messrs. M nrphy and Conklin spoke in favor 
of the m otion to reler. W hile It was not in the 
power of the Legislature to alter the charter, it 
h ad the right to refuse to approve the ch arter if 
it was not a good one. 
Mr. Moffitt opposed the m otion to refer, and 
appealed to the Senate to hear the charter read. 
Mr. Bowers spoke warm ly against the motion 
and iu favor of local self-government. The 
people of O akland had adopted the charter by a 
vote oi two to one, and he believed in allowing 
th e people of th at city the right to govern them ­ 
selves. 
Mr. McGowan thought the m otion should pre­ 
vail and the constitutionality of the ch arter in ­ 
quired into. 
Mr. Campbell favored the m otion. He thought 
the Judiciary Com m ittee should exam ine the 
charter and see if it was constitutional. If there 
was anything th a t would m ake him vote against 
the charter it would be the resolutions adopted 
by the O aklaud Board of Trade. He ssid th at on 
the day the ch arier was adopted a m ajority of 
the voters of O akland failed to vote on the 
charter at all. 
Mr. Dargie hoped the motion would not p re­ 
vail. 
It was prepared by five or six of the 
abiest lawyer» of A lam eda county, w ho declared 
tt constitutional. They worked on it for three 
m ouths. 
It was then before the people for 
eight m onths and was adopted by an over­ 
w helm ing m ajority. 
He was w illing to give the 
opponents of the charter full opportunity to be 
heard. They had had eleven m onths to pre­ 
sent th eir objections and had never done so un­ 
til w ithin th e past few days. 
Mr. Conklin said th a t so far as he knew now 
he should vote for the charter, but he w auled 
further tim e to exam ine it. 
Mr. Greely believed that the legal talent em ­ 
ployed in fram ing the charter was m ore com pe­ 
tent to judge ol the 
constitutiouality oi the 
charter than the Judiciary Com m ittee of the 
Senate, especially as the form er had three 
m onths to couslaer it and the Judiciary Com­ 
m ittee could only have a shoit t me. 
' 
Mr. B ritt spoke in favor of th e reference. 
Mr. Goucher was convinced th at it would give 
better satisfaction to have the reference m ade, 
though he favored a speedy hearing of the 
charter. 
Mr. Moffitt said th at the reference was sim ply 
a step to defeat the charter. 
Mr. Yell said th a t there was upon the desk of 
Senators a statem ent th a t ihe charter was un ­ 
constitutional, and he desired th at the Ju d i­ 
ciary Com m ittee exam ine into th a t question 
and report upon it.

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L E G ISL A T IV E NOTES 


The reading of th e O akland ch arter in the 
Senate yesterday afternoon efl'ectually em ptied 
the Cham ber of Senators, but the visitors did 
not seem to find it m uch m ore m onotonous than 
the ordinary proceedings of the body. 
Senate Bill No. 115, inirodueed on’the 14th by 
Senator Britt, is a new departure in the m atter 
of appointing State officials. It provides th at 
w ithin sixty days af.er the passage of the Act, 
and every' lour y. ars thereafter, the Governor of 
the state shall appoint three suitable persons, 
who m ust be practical working steam engineers 
of at least t*-u years experience, to constitute a 
Board ol E xam ining Engine* rs, whose uutv 
shall be to exam ine aud license com petent 
steam engineers. 
The appointees lo be recom­

It is difficult to believe that gentle­ 
men from the south will oppose the exhi­ 
bition !»ecause of any such silly suspicion 
as that referred to. The mere suggestion 
of such an idea is snjust to the large- 
minded and public-spirited men who have 
examined iato the proposition and indorsed 
and labored for it; it is ungenerous to the 
several -organized bodies of citizens that 
have approved the proposition. There is 
not only no evidence that it was ever in­ 
tended to localize the scheme, but on the 
contrary all that has been advanced in its 
favor has been coupled with the express 
statement that the plan must be that of 
an exhibition representative of all the 
State, of every industry and section, fairly, 
fully and without favor to, or the neglect 
of any. We do not for a moment believe 
that in the south the idea is extant that 
in the London Exhibition plan it is in­ 
tended to leave it out. 
Whoever 
started the story or suggested the suspicion 
has wronged a worthy, public-spirited 
State scheme that rises superior to local 
pride, prejudice or jealousy, and takes into 
its embrace all the State, and every part 
of it; not one more than another. 


U n io n made in November last, and which 
5t has several times elaborated and ex­ 
plained, be not lost sight of—that is, to 
have the counting done by the Courts. 
Governor Waterman in his message has 
called the attention of the Legislature to 
the urgent need of reform, by soma severe 
method, in this directiea. He advises 
that the law be so amended as ‘to require 
the appointment of reliable men, those in 
whom the people will repose confidence, to 
the Election Board positions. That is sound 
advice, but unfortunately action under 
such a requirement mast remain subject to 
the private judgment: it would be impos­ 
sible to follow and punish the appointing 
power for putting a weak cr bad man in 
place, since it could never be made to 
appear that such appointieg power knew 
or believed the man to be vicious. 
The R ecoki>-1 Ir io n ’s plan is to have 
the counting done under the eye of the 
Superior Courts. The Courts can name as 
many clerks as are needed to perform 
the clerical work, and these would be 
fewer in number than the clerks of 
Election Boards, and hence the expendi­ 
ture would be less than at present. As 
soon as the polls closed in each precinct, 
the Judges and Inspectors would be re­ 
quired to publicly seel and deliver to the 
Court’s officers the ballot-box and the poll 
lists, and these being then put into the 
same custody as at present, would at the 
-earliest possible moment by that custodian, 
the Clerk, be brought into Court, where 
the clerical counters, corresponding to the 
number of precincts (to secure rapidity) 
would proceed to call oft' the ballots and 
tally them. The -only extension of time 
in this process would be that involved in 
transferring the ballot-boxes, and it 
should not much exceed that now con­ 
sumed in bringing in news of the preciuct 
counts. UndeT this opeu-Court method 
there could be inspection of the ballots by 
the representatives of the respective politi­ 
cal parties, and objections to counting any 
ballot could be taken as is now done in re­ 
counting. In short, the proceeding would 
be precisely that to which resort is had in 
case there is a demand for a re-connt, ex­ 
cept that to insure rapidity, more than one 
set of tellers would be employed. If we 
must resort to the Courts—as was necessary 
in San Francisco recently—to ascertain 
the true result of an election, why not go 
to the judiciary in the first instance'! 
If this plan, however, does not meet 
with favor in the Legislature, certainly the 
next best is to require the Judges of the 
Superior Courts to name the election 
officers, and 
to hear objections to 
their nominations and pass upon them 
before issuing certificates to them. 
It is a wise suggestion, also, reflected in 
Senator Dray’s bill, to require the count­ 
ing to be done in large, airy, well-lighted 
rooms, and that admission to inspection of 
the count as it proceeds, shall be given to 
several representatives of the contending 
parties, and that the count must proceed 
, openly and in the presence of the public. 
It would be well to supplement such 
provision with this further one: that no 
polling place shall be located within three 
hundred feet of any bar or place where 
intoxicating liquors »re sold; that the 
counting of the ballots shall not take place 
in any room of any building in which 
liquor is sold, or in any room of any build­ 
ing adjacent to a liquor saloon or place 
where liquor is sold. We are perfectly 
well aware that in Sacramento, as well as 
in San Francisco, in certain wards it would 
be almost impossible to secure three hun­ 
dred feet of distance between a polling 
place and a saloon, so thickly j>opulated 
are some blocks with the latter; but a less 
distance would not enable desired results 
to be achieved, and even a much greater 
distance would be better. But if drink­ 
ing bars remain so thickly grouped as 
npon some public streets, let the polls be 
removed to back streets of wards or into 
residence sections. There can be no effec­ 
tive election reform so long as polling 
placps are—as is now so generally true— 
attachments to saloons, anil apparently 
mortgaged to the liquor traffic. A long 
step in the direction of taking the saloon 
out of politics is that which takes the 
polling place out of the saloon. 
SAMOA. 
Secretary Whitney’s emphatic instruc­ 
tions to naval officers ordered to Samoa 
are in marked contrast to the vacillating 
and make-shift policy of Secretary Bayard. 
But the latter has awakened at last and 
confesses that Germany has been the 
aggressor in Samoa, and that the German 
diplomats have managed to delay and hin­ 
der the diplomatic negotiations relative to 
the settlement of the Samoan matter, and 
that in the meantime Germany has prac­ 
tically seized upon the islands. The Sam­ 
oan situation has now taken a new form 
by reason of the German declaration of 
war. That proclamation puts the United 
States and England into a very unenviable 
position. They are conqielled to stand 
aside and see a conflict go on neither can 
now prevent, and in which neither has the 
right to interfere, since a war -suspends the 
treaty relations so far as to prevent inter­ 
position by neutral [>owcrs. But had the 
United States been quick to do its duty in 
the first year of Consul Greeahaum’s ad­ 
ministration, Germany never -could have 
found a pretext for war upon Samoa. 
What will now happen will be the con­ 
quest of the islamls. the killing of many of 
the natives, the burning of their villages, 
and while loyal Samoans bleed and groan 
in the bash, the imperial standard of Will­ 
iam will be floated over Apia, and German 
possession, for all practical purposes, be 
made complete. 


FBEE SPEECH. 


AN UNJUST SUSPICION. 
Some one from the far South, and with 
apparent sincerity, has become impressed 
-with the erroneous idea that the proposed 
London exhibition is a scheme, the main 
purpose of which is tto forward the interest* 
of Northern and Centra 1 California to the 
neglect jf the southern section. Conse­ 
quently, it is urged, the South should op­ 
pose ¿L It is very difficult to understand 
how sudi an idea could gain footing. It 
has no bottom in fact; ou the contrary, it 
was in the south that the proposition re­ 
ceived its earliest strong indorsement and 
its greatest momentum. One of the gen­ 
tlemen most deeply impressed with the 
great wisdom of the proposed policy, goes 
so far as to say that from the 6eotiment of 
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State, ar.d with which he is familiar, lie the result of the national ejection. Finally 
feels certain that they will setup a London one, jvith a burst of optimum, exclaimed:

The question of free speech has lieen by 
no means settled to the satisfaction of the 
people of Chicago by the decision of the 
Master in Chancery in that city ag&ins 
the Anarchists and supporting the police- 
The Arbeiter Bund, with most astonishing 
inconsistency, appeals to the very law it 
derides and seeks to overthrow, for protec­ 
tion in its claim of right to hold public- 
incendiary meetings. In perfect fairness 
it must be said that the decision of the 
Master in Chancery in favor of the order 
of the police authorities prohibiting the 
meetings, goes off upon a technical ques­ 
tion of jurisdiction, and more than inti­ 
mates that upon a clear issue the police 
must be held to be in error—so jealous is 
the law of any infringement of the light 
of free speech. 
Considered calmly, it is easy to under­ 
stand what danger lies in any attempt to 
prevent public speaking; for the Consti­ 
tution guarantees the right of free speech, 
and the law can only hold one amenable to 
it who abuses the right and goes beyond its 
limitations. There cannot, therefore, be 
prejudgment in the matter ; that is to say, 
there cannot be issued any form of injunc­ 
tion to prevent one from expressing his 
thoughts, on the plea that if he does so he 
will exceed his guaranteed right. But if 
one announces that he proposes to s;>eak 
advising riot, assault upon the conservators 
of the peace, and for the purpose of organ­ 
izing effort to overthrow the law and do 
injury to the life and property rights of 
citizens, may not such promised attempt 
he checked and prevented ? The Anarchists 
claim that they are amenable to police in­ 
terference only when they violate the law 
—commit an overt act. It is certainly the 
American policy that no lawful meeting 
shall be prevented; that the right to 
peaceably assemble and discuss public 
questions shall not be infringed. But when 
before such an assemblage a speaker at­ 
tempts to incite his hearers to commit 
crime, certainly he may be laid hold upon 
and prevented from further addressing the 
people. The law of the land must be held 
to lie equal to meeting all criminal xssaults, 
and until they are made it must not inter­ 
fere with free speech. The danger of at­ 
tempting to interfere with the right resides 
in committing to any authority whatever 
the power to judge in advance of what will 
and what will not be within the guarantees 
of the Constitution in proposed speech. 
But the police of Chicago certainly will be 
fortified by the law in making arrests of 
men who print, post and circulate invita­ 
tions to assemble for the expressed pur 
pose of organizing unlawful proceedings, 
such as conspiring to appeal to the people 
to resist the law, to arm against it, to de­ 
stroy property and endanger life. Such 
publication may in itself be declared an 
offense under the statutes that will not lie 
held to lie hostile to the genius of our in­ 
stitutions and the guarantees of free 
speech. 
Since the foregoing was placed in type 
the opinion of the Court, to whom the 
Master in Chancery in Chicago reports, 
has been given affirming the Master’s deci­ 
sion. It does not put any new construc­ 
tion upon the law. The Court finds that 
the constitution of the Arbeiter Bund is 
not of a character to constitute a con­ 
spiracy among those who sign it, whatever 
their ulterior views. But the Court very 
clearly says that if the Arbeiter Bund had 
for its expressed object assassination, re­ 
sistance of the law by force and the organi­ 
zation of men to violently overthrow the 
law. it could have no standing in Court. 
“ Men cannot api>ea! to the law for pro­ 
tection in overthrowing the law.” It is 
added: “ The right of free speech and 
peaceable assembly is the very life blood 
of freedom. We cannot expect the con­ 
tinued existence of liberty when citizens 
are deprived of the right of free speech 
and jieaceable assembly.” 


T h e disposition of legislators to visit 
Lítate institutions in committee bodies has 
again lieen made manifest. As we said on 
the first day of the session, there is not a 
public institution in the State that cannot 
Ite 1 »etter examined into at the capital than 
at the location of the institution. It is far 
more economic to bring witnesses, officials 
and trustees to the Legislature than to send 
committees abotó theStateattheexpenseof 
meager quorums in Senate and Assembly. 
Ro far jis personal inspection by legislators 
of an institution goes, it amounts to noth­ 
ing—they are always foreseen. Ilegisla­ 
tive sessions are brief enough now, and by 
no means the time is given to measures 
before tin? houses that should lie devoted 
to them. ■

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W h a t next? llene is a bill liefore the 
Senate that proposes a lioard for examina­ 
tion of steam engineers to ascertain their 
competency and to license them. As 
to that, there may he but little division of 
opinion; but the bill requires theGovernor 
to name the examining ixtard nominated 
by engineers’ associations organized in San 
Francisco. Is there anything that San 
Francisco does not want or will not take? 
Was there ever a more novel or marvelous 
method proved of appointing State of­ 
ficials? Was there ever before so IkjIJ a 
proposition to make a Governor a mere 
cat’s paw ?

Congressm an Vandever’s Lower Cal­ 
ifornia B ill—Callera on the 
President-Elect—Etc.

CONGRESSMAN MORROW. 
H o R esponds for the Pacific Const at a 
New York Banquet. 
New Y ork, January 17th.—The annual 
dinner of the American Protective Tariff 
League was given this evening at Dvltnou- 
ico's. Four hundred covers were laid, but 
the application for tickets was so large that 
many were unable to enjoy the festivity. 
Among the notables present were Warner 
Miller. Mayor McKinley, W. F. Morrow, 
John Jarrett and Galusha A . Grow. Con­ 
gressman Morrow, of California, responded 
at great length to ihe toast, "The ‘Pacific 
coast, and its development under the pro­ 
tective tariff” Two-thirds of his address 
dwelt largely with facts and figures familiar 
to residents of the coast. He said: " We 
found quicksilver in» our mountains, and 
borax in the sands of our desert, and our 
miners, encouraged by a few friendly lines 
iu an Act of Congress, went to work to de­ 
velop this wealth, for the benefit of whom­ 
soever it might concern. This labor soou 
represented millions of dollars iu annual 
products. But a committee of Congress 
heard of it, and said we will remove the 
tariff duty ou quicksilver and borax 
that Baron de Rothschild and Duke 
de Lardrell may continue to eD joy tbeir 
monopolies undisturbed by American com­ 
petition. Is it any wonder that at the last 
election the miners engaged in these in­ 
dustries repudiated the party to wnich a 
majority of the committee belonged? It 
seems to me that action was but natural 
and just. California will place 2,000 tons 
of sugar on the market this year. This 
may be said to be an infant industry in 
both supply and demand, and therefore 
has double claim for protection. Even 
Bourbonism of free trade hesitates at this 
point and admits that the spirit of Democ- 
racp requires American sugar. Will Maine 
or Ohio, let me ask, be less ardent in their 
devotion to the principle of protection be­ 
cause of this fact? I hope not. Let us 
maintain the faith, and in a few years 
every ponnd of sugar consumed in the 
United States will be the product of her 
own soil and the reward of our own labor.” 
After declaring hioiself in favor of the 
annexation of Canada, he concluded by 
saying: “ Discerning men have pointed to 
the Americnn people as destined to work 
out some of the sublimest problems of 
modern civilization. The possibilities are 
certainly all in our own hands, and the 
lines appear to be distinctly marked, but if 
we would fulfill our highest mission we 
must be a homogeneous people. The masses 
must be independent, intelligent, patriotic, 
adhering instinctively and sirupiy to the 
principles of our form of government. We 
have demonstrated on the Pacific coast that 
an alien element, persistently characterisiic 
in its organization, and indifferent to the 
welfare of our country, cannot contribute to 
this work, but they may do much harm. 
The lesson should be a valuable one, 
admonishing us to protect our people 
against any intrusion that would tend to 
lower our standard of decency. The people 
of the Pacific Coast are peculiarly interested 
in this policy. We have a vast territory to 
be occupied and developed. Our resources 
are inexhaustible. We want American 
labor and enterprise to possess this field, 
and to establish broad and enlightened 
principles of our industrial system iu every 
part of it. You gentlemen advocate princi­ 
ples in harmony with this view. The asso­ 
ciation you represent, did most excellent 
work on the Pacific Coast in this direction 
in the last campaign. Wewish you, and 
the cause you espouse, continued and in­ 
crease success.” 
ItENERAI. HARRISON’S CALLERS. 
A D elegation F rom th e South A sking 
C abinet R ecognition. 
I n d ia n a po l is, January 17th.—General 
Harrison had an unusually large number 
of callers to-day, both from out of town 
and at home. A prominent Southern vis­ 
itor was Captain E. L. Ward of North Car­ 
olina, son of General W. D. Ward, who 
for a time commanded the division to 
which General Harrison’s brigade was at­ 
tached. Captain Ward is an anti-Mahone, 
and comes as a representative ol the North 
Carolina Republicans, to tell the President­ 
elect that his people preferred ex Congress­ 
man Dorkery to General Muboue. 
Colonel R. D. Locke of Marion, Ga., ar­ 
rived this evening, and will be joined to­ 
night by Colonel R. E. Buck of Savannah 
and Dr. C. W. Arnold of Albany, Ga.

DAY. 


T h e N ative Sons D esire to M ake I t a 
L eg al H o lid ay —A B an q u et. 
California was admitted into the sister­ 
hood of States on the 9th day of Septem­ 
ber, 1850, as the thirty-first member, is the 
largest State in the Union except Texas, 
and in a few years will not only rank first 
in population, but will lead in everything 
that is necessary to make a great and pros­ 
perous commonwealth. 
Tt is the only 
State in the Union where the loyal sons 
have banded together for purely patriotic 
motives, from love of nativity, and have 
built up an Order second to none for the 
education and improvement of the rising 
young men of the nation. From its first 
organization, the Native Sons ot the Golden 
West have annually celebrated the 9th of 
September, the admission day of the State 
of California. 
For the past three years the Governors 
of the State have declared it by proclama­ 
tion to be a non-judicial and "a holiday. 
The Order has prepared a bill which the 
present Legislature is asked to pass, which 
will make it a legal holiday. The parlors 
of San Francisco, taking a deep interest in 
this matter, sent a committee to this city 
yesterday to confer with members of the 
Legislature and urge its passage. 
The 
committee was met by the members of 
both houses who are also members of the 
Order. The Native 8ons of the Senate and 
Assembly gave a banquet at the Saddle 
Rock Restaurant last evening to this com­ 
mittee. 
The invited guests, consisting of the

P. Hammond Jr., 
George 
H. 
Pippy, Charles 
L. Weller 
and F. D. Ryan. The others present were 
Lieutenant-Governor Stephen M. White, 
Senators Fred. Greely. Frank Moffitt, Al­

THE WEATHER. 


Snow ing on th e M ountains au d R aining 
in th e V alleys. 
At 5 o’clock last evening it began to rain 
in this city. During the afternoon a stiff 
breeze blew from the south and the day 
was disagreeable. Telegrams last night 
show that rain was falling at Woodland, 
Roseville, Rocklin. Auburn and all along 
the Oregon road, while snow was falling 
on the hill. 
The average Signal Service temperature 
yesterday was 42°, being 4° cooler than the 
normal for that day. 
The highest and 
lowest temperature was 50° and 35°, with 
fresh to brisk northerly winds and partly 
cloudy weather. 
This is the first time this season that the 
Signal 8ervice predictions for Northern and 
Central California have failed, which, we 
think, speaks well for Lieutenant Max- 
field, the Indications Signal Service officer 
for this coast. 
It has been said that when 
the indications for Central and Northern 
California were for rain, and no rain fell in 
Sacramento, that the prediction was a fail­ 
ure. 
Sergeant Barwick’s attention has 
been called to this fact, and his explana­ 
tion will show how unreasonable the peo­ 
ple are. 
The Sergeant says that predictions, or 
rather the indications of the weather, are 
made by Lieutenant Maxfield for Southern 
California, Central and Northern California, 
and for Oregon and Washington Territory. 
Now if rain is predicted for Central and 
Northern California, and no rain falls at 
Sacramento, then Barwick is wavlaid and 
informed that the predictions failed. Nev­ 
ertheless, rain fell during the hour cover­ 
ing the prediction in several places in 
both Northern and Central California. It 
must, therefore, be understood that Sacra­ 
mento, Brighton or Galt are not the entire 
portions of Central California. 
Rain may 
fall at Marysville, Oroville or Chico, and 
not at Sacramento, and as all these places 
are in Central California, then it naturally 
arises that the indications were verified in 
the above named points, while for Sacra­ 
mento it was not. We all know that there 
was no special prediction for Sacramento, 
but for Central California, and wherever in 
that named district rain was predicted then 
the indications were fully verified. Growl­ 
ers will please take notice. 
The Signal Service reports at 5 p M.last 
night show (list rain was falling at Olympia. 
Spokane Falls, Portland and Eureka, Cal., 
and also Sacramento.

Should Those W ho Fought for the Union 
be D isfranchised for T h at F act. 
Sumner Post, Grand Army of the Repub­ 
lic, held a largely attended meeting last 
night at their headquarters, comer of Tenth 
and K streets. Theie were present a num­ 
ber of visitors from Warren and Fair Oaks 
Posts, also Comrades A. W. Barrett, a 
member of the City Council of Los Angeles; 
Senator W. W. Bowers, of San Diego; Sen­ 
ator J. E. McComas, and Assemblyman E. 
E. Edwards, both of Los Angeles. 
At the conclusion of the regular Post 
business, Comrade A. W. Barrett was in­ 
troduced and made a short address, in which 
he referred to the work of the Grand Army 
in the city of Los Angeles. 
He said that 
in the matter of employment, where all 
things were equal, the veteran was given 
the preference, because, said he. I, for one, 
consider they have earned that distinction. 
The speaker said the city had seventeen ex­ 
soldiers in the police department, and be­ 
lieved that most of them differed from hinr- 
self politically—but that question is never 
taken into consideration; all I want to 
know is that the man is a veteran of the 
war, and that he is competent. 
Mr. Bar­ 
rett was loudly applauded at the close of 
his remarks. 
Comrade J. E. McComas was the next 
speaker. 
He spoke in his characteristic 
way, and in referring to the glorious climate 
of Los Angeles said, that at the present 
time, as a matter of fact, climate may be 
worth more than town lots, but time in its 
course will equalize all things. In refer­ 
ring to the Soldiers’ Home now being 
erected in Los Angeles by the United States 
Government, he said that it would prove a 
great and lasting benefit to many of the 
"old boys,” who, by reason of wounds or 
disease contracted during the war, had be­ 
come incapacitated from earning a living, 
and required just such a place as is uow be­ 
ing provided. 
General E. S. Salomon was next called 
for and spoke with much warmth and 
earnestness. He said; 
The Grand Army of the Republic since its re­ 
organization in 1870 has strictly prohibited po­ 
litical discussions within its Post-rooms aud En­ 
campments, and with this restriction the Order 
has prospered beyond the most sanguine expec­ 
tations, aud whatever tlie outside world may 
say, aud notwithstanding the enemies of our 
great institution may repeat that this is a politi­ 
cal organization, you and I know that it is ut­ 
terly false and without the least foundation in 
fact. But while political discussions and the 
expression of political opinions are prohibited 
by our fundamental law, that same law enjoins 
upon us the duty to protect ourselves and our 
comrades against attacks upon us because of 
our position as ex-soldiers and sailors of the 
Union. And right here, in the Capitol of this, 
the fairest aud one ol the most loyal States of 
the land, an effort is being made at the present 
time to disfranchise a number of veterans, be­ 
cause they fought for the preservation of the 
Union, and in doing so shattered their lives and 
fortunes, aud were compelled in consequence 
of their hardships and sufferings to accept aud 
live off the bounty of their friends. 
After the close of the war the great American 
people, with an unexampled magnanimity, re­ 
stored to hundreds of thousands of men who 
had forfeited their citizenship by treason and 
treasonable 
acts, 
the 
right 
of suffrage, 
and in a spirit of lofty patriotism, forgave 
their sinE. 
lor 
which 
under 
monarchial 
Governments 
thousands 
of 
them 
would 
have suffered the penalty of death. Hundreds 
of these men to-day are occupying the highest 
position in the government oi these United 
states, and here, in the Capital of the State of 
California in one of the halls of the legislative 
assembly, the effort is made to disfranchise men 
and take the right of suffrage from them be­ 
cause they fought for the Union. [Applause.] 
You may say this is strong language, but I 
can prove to you tbat it is a fact. We, the 
GrandJArmy of the Republic, with the aid of the 
Mexican Veterans and many loyal hearted citi­ 
zens of this State, have erected a home at Yount- 
ville to care for such of our comrades who, by 
reason of their physical disabilities contracted 
during tlie w ar while they were fighting for the 
preservation of our country, have become un­ 
able to earn their livelihood bv hard and 
manual labor. 
This borne at Youutville is 
not an almshouse ; it is not a county poor farm: 
it is an institution built up and maintained 
by our love and fraternal leeling for those of 
our comrades in arms who are more unfortunate 
than we. They are not there In this institution 
as a m atter of charity, but as a matter of right 
aud justice. When they entered the service of 
our country, they were promised by our Gov­ 
ernment and by our Representatives in Congress 
that should they ever become disabled and 
physically disqualified from earning a liveli­ 
hood by reasons oí injuries received during tlie 
war, they should be protected aud cared for in 
their declining years by a grateful people. [Ap­ 
plause] 
We bold them to this promise, and it is a 
shame and a disgrace that in this great, prosper­ 
ous and extremely liberal commonwealth of 
California any number ol men should be lound 
who dared to maintain that old veterans, who 
have been invited by the people oi this State to 
end their days in peace and comfort in the in­ 
stitution erected for that purpose, are paupers, 
and not entitled to the right of American citi­ 
zenship. [Applause.] 
Had it not been for their services and the serv­ 
ices of their comrades, American citizenship 
would not exist. [Applause ] We would have 
no country and no Hag; we would have no Sol­ 
diers’ Home and no American people to protect 
them, and many of the gentlemen who to-dav 
are endeavoring to disfranchise these men 
would not enjoy the blessings of the greatest 
and most prosperous republic on the face of the 
globe. 
[Applause.) Let us hope, for the honor 
of California, for the honor of the Union and 
for the honor of our flag, that the reports are 
idle rumors, and that no great number of men 
can be found in tills Capital that would con­ 
demn a crippled] veteran to the dishonorable 
life of a pauper. [Loug aud continued ap­ 
plause.]

Owing to the 
scarcity of pickers in the Northwest, hops 
remaining on vines that had become red or 
overrip were picked, and as a result the 
entire crop suffers from the mixture.

Second B ien n ial Beport o f tlie California 
S tate Board o f Forestry, 
The second biennial report of the Cali­ 
fornia State Board of Forestry, just issued 
from the State Printing Office, is one of the 
most important of State publications. It 
is well written, comprehensive, and a valu­ 
able acquisition to State literature. 
A 
very important question for the interests 
of the State is the protection of the great 
mountain watersheds, from 
which the 
springs and streams used for navigation 
aDd irrigation derive their supplies. 
The destruction and extinction of forests 
upon steep mountain sides has been a fre­ 
quent occurrence in the history of civilized 
countries. 
One certain consequence has 
invariably flowed front such condnct. Dis­ 
tricts so treated have become progressively 
dry 
and 
arid. 
Springs 
and 
streams 
have diminished in permanent flow of 
water, or have altogether dried up. Fertil­ 
ity of soil and returns to agriculture have 
diminished, together with population and 
wealth. On the other hand, such rains as 
fall tend to become diluvial in character. 
The mountain watersheds, deprived of all 
means of detaining the rainfall, shed it 
like a roof, and destructive torrents form, 
cutting away good lands in one p'ace and 
covering others with the rough debris of 
the denuded mountains. Tne debris of 
the hydraulic mines in this Slate is infini­ 
tesimal and innocent in its damages to 
what must occur if the high Sierras are 
unduly denuded of their forest covering. 
In such case the rains must flow off 
more rapidly and the snows melt more 
suddenly than at present. Thus the per­ 
ennial value of the streams for irrigation 
must diminish, and sudden and destruc­ 
tive floods are certain to occur. The his­ 
tory of such countries as Palestine, Persia, 
Greet e, North Africa, Spain and the south 
of France demonstrates the results of un­ 
wise forest extinction, 
especially upon 
mountains. 
In the single valley of the 
Durance two hundred thousand acres of 
fertile valley lands have been covered by 
the debris and torrents of the denuded 
watershed of that river. 
That California 
will prove no exception to the rule is 
snown by the instance of the diminution 
of springs and s'reams, and the formation 
of torrents in this State, due to forest de­ 
struction, collected and presented with 
time, place and witnesses in our last re­ 
port. 
Now that these mountain watersheds in 
forest, so important 
to 
the irrigators, 
farmers, and consequently to ail persons in 
the State, have generally passed into private 
hands, there seems but one way left to deal 
with the question; this way is by education 
of the people to demonstrate that a wasteful 
and unsicentific destruction of forests upon 
critical points of important watersheds, 
while temporarily beneficial in a few thou­ 
sand dollars to some individuals, threatens 
millions of dollars of property to others. 
Thus the carelessness or improvidence of 
one man in the mountains may destroy the 
property aud the means of livelihood of 
thousands of his fellow-citizens in the val­ 
leys below. 
This point established, legis­ 
lation in the line of the forestry law3 of 
other experienced and civilized countries 
can be had. 
We will then have a reasonable regula­ 
tion of lumbering methods upon import­ 
ant watersheds of the State, with a view of 
preserving the integrity of onr springs and 
streams for the productive interests of the 
State. 
No doubt a cause of action would 
lay against any one who by such use, even 
of his own forest property, did damage to 
his neighbors, either by diminishing their 
water supply or by so suddenly augment­ 
ing it in the form of torrents as to destroy 
their property. 
Such remedy will be the 
State's last resort, and can only be relied on 
after great damage has been done. 
Wise 
measures should prevent such serious in­ 
juries to the people. 
The active attention of the Board has 
been given ntt only to the preservation of 
our forests, but also to the planting of frees 
for economic and ornamental purposes. 
Our naiive trees have been too much 
neglected, hut with the exception of the 
Monterey pine they are generally of slow 
growth, especially in dry situations. The 
foreign trees introduced have disadvan­ 
tages in most cases, and that extraordinary 
grower, the blue gum of Tasmania, is not 
capable of supporting the frosts of many 
of our interior points, nor the excessive 
drought of others. 
It happens that the 
very places where trees would be of the 
greatest advantage are those where the 
trees usually relied on for planting will 
not succeed, or do but pooriy.

TH E FRUIT UNION. 


T he 
Shippers 
and G rowers 
Have 
a 
Breezy M eeting a t th e Bay. 
Saw 
Franctsco, 
January 
17th.—T h e 
F ruit U nion was called to order at 9:45 
this m orning oy President Platt. A large 
delegation 
« f 
mem bers 
was 
present. 
D ru ry Malone asked perm ission tc speak 
on h is resolution, introduced yesterday, 
w hich was granted. H e was not in favor 
of allowing a shipper to act as an Eastern 
agent, or to fill the office of manager at 
Sacram ento. 
The personal interests of 
such parties, no m atter how honest they 
m ight be., would prevent them from accing 
w ith strict im partiality. 
Mr. H atch said it was a question of al­ 
low ing Porter P.ros, & Co. to act as agent 
for th e 'J n io n at Chicago, or of appointing 
some other agent. H e moved that the 
resolution calling for a change in the Chi­ 
cago agency be adopted. 
Mt. Buck of Vacaville was firmly op­ 
posed to the resolution. 
“ If the large 
shippers cannot control the action of the 
Board, they will leave the Union in a 
body," said Mr. Buck. 
Mr. Blowers of Y olo: "A re the large 
shippers to be our bosses'? Is the present 
Board to be self-perpetuating?" Mr. Buck 
did not answer. ' 
U r. H atch—Has there not been a falling 
Of! in the num ber of shippers? 
Mr. Buck—There has been a falling off 
in the num ber of shippers since the organ- 
iration of the Union. This fact shows that 
th e sm all growers dc not care to ship out 
rof the State. 
Mr. H atch—Does it not also show that 
•the large producers are freezing out the 
sm aller ones. 
Mr. Buck—1 defy any one to show that 
any mem ber has sent fruit to Sacramento 
that was not forwarded. 
A -8PR6TITCTE. 
W . W . M otherill, of Tuiare, moved as a 
substitute that the Union deal directly 
with auctioneers in Eastern cities, when 
possible. 
This motion caused considerable discus­ 
sion. and it was apparent that part of the 
members favored th e old plan, and wished 
the former Board to be retained, while 
another part wished a radical change in 
the m anagem ent of the affairs of the 
Union. 
• 
Messrs. Hatch and IVeinstock spoke at 
length in favor of the motion, while Messrs. 
Gregory and Buck opposed the plan. Mr. 
Block, of Santa Clara, advised the members 
to work in harm ony and with good feeling; 
that they hiy aside their prejudices, and all 
work for the common good. 
L. W . Buck opposed the motion. H e did 
not want to slap anyone in the face. 
Mr. W einstock—W hom will the resolu­ 
tion slap in the face? 
Mr. Buck thought it m ight be so consid­ 
ered by those who would be affected by it. 
H e stated that the fruit crop this season 
would be enorm ous; that vast quantiin s 
of dried fruit was on the m arket, and tiiat 
the stock of canned goods was not all dis­ 
posed of. In view of these facts be thought 
the Union should not do anything that 
would prevent as large a quantity of fruit 
as possible from being moved out of the 
State. H e desired the present Board re­ 
tained. 
ATTEKNOON SESSION. 
The Union was called to order at 2 
o’clock this afternoon, a large num ber be­ 
ing present. Mr. Wilcox, from the Dried 
Fruit Association, stated that that organi­ 
zation had adjourned till the Union should 
have finished its iabors. This would allow 
the members of both organizations to work 
together. The Dried Fruit Association will 
meet this evening at 7:30. 
R. B. Blowers of Yolo spoke in favor of 
the proposed auction system. H e thought 
by this plan fruit could be sold for less 
than five percent., including the expenses 
of the Union. The discussion was contin­ 
ued for some tim e and was engaged in by a 
num ber of members. 
Mr. Jacobs, of Lusk Sl Co., suggested 
that the Union was wasting a great deal of 
time. H e thought the m atter under dis­ 
cussion should be settled by the Board of 
Directors. 
On motion, the original question was 
put and carried. This was a resolution di­ 
recting the Directors to deal directly with 
the auctioneers when possible. 
The nom ination of Directors was then 
taken up, and the following members 
were placed in nom ination : 
L. W . Buck, 
John Reed, Jr., S. Runyon, H . W einstock, 
J. Z. Anderson, T. Buckingham , E. J. 
Gregory, P. E. Platt, R. B. Blowers, W eb­ 
ster Treat, A. T. H atch. C. W. Reed. J. B. 
F. McNitt, E. R. Thurber, S. J. Stab er 
and John Marklev. The roll was called 
and the members voted according to th e 
num ber of shares held by each. 
The next resolution taken up provides 
that no shipper shall hold the ofiice of 
Superintendent or Manager. 
A motion to refer the resolution to the 
incoming Board of Directors was carried. 
Balloting for Directors commenced at 4 
and continued until 11 o’clock. The num ­ 
ber of shares voted was 11.043. 
L. M. 
Buck, W ebster Treat, J. Z. Anderson, K. J. 
Gregory and H . Weinstock were elected. 
Bpck received the highest num ber of votes, 
13,054, and W einstock the second highest, 
11,397. Blowers, Buckingham and R un­ 
yon are the only new members elected, 
and their election is an indorsement of the 
policy adopted last year, and a trium ph for 
the Porter faction. 
A resolution we3 adopted indorsing the 
London exhibit, and recommending legis­ 
lative support for the project. 
The new Board of Directors will meet at 
the Goldpn Eagle Hotel, Sacramento, next 
Monday afternoon. 
The report of John T. Catting, Manager 
of the Dried Fruit Union, shows that the 
sale of the first lot of fruit sent East 
brought very low prices. 
Since the organ­ 
ization last September the Association has 
shipped in the aggregate (390,000 pounds of 
dried fruit. The mistake has been made 
in sending the fruit ungraded.

SUTTER COUNTY. 


L arge O range O rchards to be Planted 
N ear M arysville. 
Marysville, January 17th.—A contract 
was to-day signed with a nurserym an at 
Los Angeles for the planting of thirty acres 
in orange trees at Colmena, on the line of 
the California and Oregon Railroad, six 
miles south of Marysville. 
It is strong tes­ 
tim ony of his faith in citrus culture here 
th at he supplies the trees and will get no 
returns until they become of bearing age, 
when he will have an interest in the 
orchard. Independently of this enterprise, 
the prospectus is out for the incorporation 
of a company to plant 100 acres in orange 
trees the present season in the Colmena 
colony. The capital stock is $100,000, di­ 
vided into 1,000 shares of $100 each. 
Four 
hundred and fifty shares has already been 
subscribed. The land is supplied at $70 an 
acre, and water for irrigation is to be sup­ 
plied from pumps and well. These are the 
first undertakings to grow oranges on a 
large scale in this neighborhood, though 
the profits of orange culture in a small 
vrav have always been large here. There 
is large capital at the back of both enter­ 
prises, and no doubt is entertained that 
they will be carried to a successful conclu­ 
sion. One of the principal parties inter­ 
ested is A. F. Abbott, a successful farmer 
and fruit-grower, and an owner in one of 
the largest peach orchards in the State, 
which covers 300 acres in Sutter county.

[S. F. Chronicle, January 17th.] 
F . Steinhof, an American citizen, and at 
present a resident of this city, was a book­ 
keeper in the G erm an firm which has 
caused all the trouble, and later held the 
position of Secretary to Mr. Sewall, the 
American Consul at Apia, until May, 1888, 
when he left Samoa for this city. 
Before 
leaving he wrote the dispatches now before 
Congress, and as the American and Eng­ 
lish Consuls are opposed to the German 
firm, and through them to the actions of 
th e German Consul, he has had peculiar 
advantages in observing both sides. 
The 
story as told by Mr. Steinhof to a reporter 
of the Chronicle last evening is as follows: 
Prior to the arrangem ent entered into 
between Germany, England and the LTnited 
States, to m aintain the autonomy of Sa­ 
moa, the Germans had a monopoly of the 
trade. 
K ing M alietoa granted to all the 
foreign houses the same privilege», and 
in so doing broke 
the 
G erm an 
mo­ 
nopoly. 
The principal business of the 
island is in copra, or dried cocoanut, 
from which cocoanut oil is made. 
During 
the German monopoly the natives received 
from the Germans only about 1 cent a 
pound for the copra, but competition from 
the English and the American houses 
raised the price of copra, reduced the prof­ 
its of the Germans and broke the monop­ 
oly. 
W hen the French house of Georges 
C. Godeffroy failed in 1879 the Samoan 
business of the firm was taken up by a 
number of 
Ham burg 
merchants, 
who 
formed the Deutsches H andels und Plan- 
tagen Gesellschaft. 
So long as the mo­ 
nopoly continued the company did well, 
and numbers still among its shareholders 
the Iron Chancellor, Prince Bismarck. 
The three-cornered agreem ent broke down 
the business and the great company lost 
money. 
In 1886 it ran behind $80,000, as 
shown by its statem ent, and as another 
local m erchant stated to the same reporter 
yesterday, it has lost money ever since, 
and lias published no statem ent of its 
affairs for either 1887 or 1888. 
The busi­ 
ness troubles of this company are at the 
root of all the present disturbance and 
Mr. Steinhof, in so stating, presented a 
succinct story in its support. 
M alietoa, the K ing of Samoa, was for a 
long tim e a thorn in the side of the G er­ 
mans, and they tried all they could to 
make him restrict the privileges granted to 
the American and English business houses, 
but failed. 
The next step of the German 
Gesellschaft was to have Bismarck annex 
the islands; but just then his colonization 
experiences off' the coast of Africa were 
under way, and he had his hands too full. 
The first sign of anything like a breach of 
the agreem ent was made on January 23, 
1885, when the German flag was hoisted 
on a section of land bought from Malietoa 
and converted into a fortress by the G er­ 
mans from one of the plantations. 
The 
German warship Albatross supplied the 
flag, and her presence countenanced the 
action of the Gesellschaft, there being no 
other man-of-war then present to 
in­ 
terfere. 
Tamasese, a 
relative of the 
King, and 
ostensibly 
at 
peace with, 
though 
a 
former 
rebel against him, 
was 
next pressed into 
service. 
U p­ 
wards of $10,000 worth of rifles were 
sold to him by the German company in 
direct breach, not only of the agreement, 
but of German law. 
As Tamasese could 
not pay for the rifles, the Germans called 
on M alietoa to sign the mortgage and, in 
fact, become responsible for the paym ent 
Strange as this seems, it was only part of a 
system practiced by the ( iermans of levy­ 
ing taxes on natives which they could not 
pay, foreclosing on them and seizing their 
cocoanut plantations. 
In the same way 
they tried to intim idate M alietoa into tak ­ 
ing up the mortgage, forclosing on him 
and demanding as a release the granting of 
exclusive 
privileges 
to 
the 
Germans. 
M alietoa, however, saw through the as­ 
sumed friendship of Tamasese, as well as 
the German trick, and flatv refused to 
have anything to do with him or the 
mortgage on the rifles. 
The rifles, it may 
be mentioned, arc the same as those useil 
bv Tamasese a short tim e ago during the 
recent hostilities. 
T he next move of the Germans was 
made in 1887. 
< )n M arch 22d of th at year, 
during the celebration of the Emperor 
W illiam ’s birthday, a drunken carpenter 
had his nose broken by a native. 
This 
was made by the Gesellschaft a pretext for 
alleging th a t the Em peror had lieeu in­ 
sulted by M alietoa. 
Coupled with this, 
the company alleged th at at various times 
for years pa*t the natives had broken into 
one or other of its five plantations and 
had robbed the Germans of cocoanuts and 
bananas and had done other damage. 
For 
none of these depredations were any dates 
furnished, but the total damage was esti­ 
mated at $12.000. 
For the car¡»enteFs 
broken nose a bill of $1,000 was presented 
to Malietoa, and for the damage to the 
plantations a bill of $12,000, or $13,000 in 
all. 
The King reeeiveii the bill one day 
in August, 1887, and asked tim e to consult 
his M inisters and investigate the charges 
made. 
The reply from the Germans was 
th at he could either pay the $13,000, or, 
by granting to the Gesellschaft such rights 
as would again secure to it a monopoly of all 
the business, wipe out the debt. 
M ailetoa 
refused to entertain the bitter proposition, 
on account of the treaty granting to 
Americans and Englishmen equal rights 
with tiie Germans. 
The ultim atum of the 
Germans was th a t the money must be 
paid the next day a t 10 o’clock. 
Being, of 
course, unable to |>uy, Malietoa was seized 
by the Germans ami carried off’ to Africa, 
thence to Bremen, and subsequently sent 
in the forecastle of the Albatross to Zanzi­ 
bar, where he now is. 
M eanwhile Tam ­ 
asese was declared King, and one Brand- 
ers, a German artillery officer, who had to 
leave German on account of a duel, was in­ 
stalled as Prim e M inister to pull the 
string.- in the interests of the Gesellschaft. 
The German Consul, said by Mr. Steinhof 
to be bought by the company, gave his 
sanction to all which it did. 
The English 
and the Americans, as well as some of the 
independent Germans, refused to acknowl­ 
edge the rebel Tamasese, and issued a 
special notice to the natives announcing 
the fact and advising them not to pay 
taxes to him . 
Mataafa, “ See-the-Fire,” a 
relative of Malietoa, has been acknowl­ 
edged by the lalter’s former subjects and is 
recognized now by the English and Am eri­ 
cans. 
I p to this point m atters had pro­ 
gressed until May, 18S8, since which time 
the dispatches have brought the story of 
the troubles in Samoa up to date. 
As an instance of the imperious ways of 
the German company, Mr. Steinhof re­ 
lated the fact th at there is a pilot station 
on M atoutu Point, the land of which be­ 
longed to a former chief named l ’atiole, 
who leased it for fifteen years to W illiam 
(loe, an American citizen. 
Coe sub-leased 
it to the tri-consular municipal govern­ 
ment, and when Patiole died the German 
company, in spite of the lease, seized the 
land and improvements by force, alleging 
th at the chief was in their debt. 
Three of the chiefs captured by the Ger­ 
mans at the tim e M alietoa was seized were 
sent to the M arshall Islands, where Mr. 
Steinhof saw them last fall. 
The quiet attitude of England is ac­ 
counted for very well by the late resident 
of Samoa. 
Tonga, in th e Friendly Islands, 
is a more valuable spot than Samoa, yield­ 
ing about 10,000 tons oí copra annually as 
compared w ith 5,000 from Samoa. 
W hile 
the Albatross was oft' A pia the English 
man-of-war Opal was o ff Tonga, waiting 
for G erm any to seize Samoa, in order to 
run up the B ritish flag in Tonga and call 
it even.
